cialists and not enough concerned with the basic truths. In so 
doing she hit at a basic evil in America, the growth of phony 
public relations. 

Making money has become so acute an obsession with the 
great majority of businessmen and their families that they 
have lost all sense of good labor relations and public relations, 
which are simply based on the golden rule. 

Big Steel, apparently incapable of speaking for itself, hires 

*‘public relations firms” such as Hill and Knowlton and Carl; 
Byoir, Inc., to write up full page newspaper. ads to fool. the 
public. The sad part of this is that these smarties are poorly 
qualified, for the most part, to influence the public. 

In most cases they are joe college boys who have learned 
to live off the ignorance of people, much like lawyers. Their 
sort organize employer associations. But when it comes to 
projecting their thoughts out to the worker and the public, 
they flop miserably. Their crowning failure was the 1948 
presidential vote. 

Those few “public relations” men who make a success of 
this line have invariably come from way down the line, Their

forgotten it. Once they forget it, their wording develops that 
phony ring-to it. It has the same sound as when. the boss.tells 
us to forget about unions and wage increases, just keep on 
working because we’re lucky to have a job. 

Unhappy businessmen who simply can’t understand why 
the workers want the same job and health security they have, 
are .stil], ‘buying the “services” of the public relations boys, 
but,there is growing discontent. That ponderous blabber, the 
National Association of Manufacturers, is becoming very un- 
popular with major supporters. In the book “Is Anybody 
Listening?’’ Wm, H. Whyte Jr. and the editor of Henry Luce’s 
Fortune. magazine say the NAM’s huge campaign for .free 
enterprise ‘is psychologically unsound: it is abstract, it is 
defensive, and negative,” and shows shocking lack of faith 
in the American people and in some cases “downright .con- 
tempt’ for them, 

Vice-president of a manufacturing company said the NAM 
is ‘a lot of nickel tippers who have done more. to hurt busi- 
ness with the public than anything else,” and the president 
of a.department store said,. “Unions accomplish more with no 
blankety-blank advertising.” 


a Toothache. Taft-Hartley 


Rep. George Miller (D., Calif.) used plain language the 
other day in telling of the dangers of the Taft- Hartley law 
and what can be done about it. 

“So long as the Taft-Hartley law remains on the statute 
books, there isn’t a union in this hall that can’t be broken,” 
Miller told the Central Labor Council in Oakland. “Taft- 
Hartley is like the toothache. The pain is excruciating at 
‘fixst, but after a while we get used to it, and pretty soon we 
“are lulled and won’t go to the trouble to take the steps neces- 
sary to get rid of it.” 

_ “But while Taft-Hartley remains on the books, the gains 
' Of organized labor for the past 20 years remain in serious 
jeopardy. All that is needed is for this nation to have a chief 
executive who is opposed to labor, and the destruction will 
begin. You can argue this T-H issue in Congress until Kingdom 
Come, but no man’s opinion is changed. Before the argu- 
ment begins, and after it ends, the results are pre-determined. 
The friends of labor are going to vote against Taft-Hartley, 
and the enemies of labor are going to vote for it.” 

The moral to be drawn, says Miller, is that organized 
labor’s task gets down to the plain and simple one of electing 
more Congressmen who are friendly to labor.

At the end of the year, the em- 
ployee who has had more than one 
employer, and has’ €arned more 
than $3,600, may ask for a refund 
of the excess tax from the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue.

at least every three years a wage 


statement from the Social Security | 


Administration. This will indicate 
to the wage earner ..whether his 
employer has properly turned in 
his wage credits. 

Each employee should take just 
as active interest in his social secu- 
rity account as he does in his bank 
account. If for some reason. the 
wages have not been credited prop- 
erly, he should file a notice with 


his local social security office in |, 


order that steps can be taken to 
amend the error before it is too 
late. Old errors are difficult to 
correct.

Group Protests 
Foreign Labor 


(Statg, Fed. Release) 

A recommendation that the U.S. 
Secretary of Labor conduct public 
hearings in each major agricultural 
area to determine the availability 
of domestic farm workers before 
certifying the need for bringing in 
foreign farm workers has been 
urged by an 18-member Labor Ad- 
visory Committee on Farm Labor 
comiposed of equal representation 
from*the AFL and CIO. 


C. J. Haggerty, executive head 
of the state AFL, is a member of 
the committee from California. 
The committee charged that too 
many foreign workers were 
brought in to the U. S. for farm 
work in 1951 and in recent years. 

While conceding that foreign 
workers should be made available, 
where necessary, the committee 
stated they must be brought in on 
terms that will protect both do- 
mestic and foreign labor. The Com- 
mittee also urged the. U. S. Em- 
ployment Service to emphasize 
recruitment of domestic labor and

BANDITS 


IN WHITE 


(The following is an editorial whick appeared in the daily 
“Watsonville Registér-PAjaronian”) 
Doctors are a highly-educated, long-suffering, late-retir- 


ing, early-rising, capable’ and extremely valuable group of 
men. They also are sensitive, and it grieves them if it is ever 


suggested that there may be rascals among them, or that 
perhaps the current distribution of medical care isn’t all it 


ought to be. . 

Nevertheless, it appears there 
are rascals all right, and that not 
even the doctors’ own substitute 
for universal health insurance 
(that nasty Socialist stuff!) is 
quite perfect. , 


About 200 California physicians 
are equally handy with the chisel 
as with the scalpel. It is revealed 
that they’ve excised more than 
$1,000,000 a year from the Cali- 
fornia Physicians Service, their 
own outfit, as neatly as the sur- 
geon in the joke who, after a 
tricky bit of surgery, performed 
a minor operation for an encore.

Texas Firm Must 
Re-Hire 10 in 
Anti-Union Firings 


Waxahachie, Tex. (LPA) — The 
National Labor Relations Board 
has ordéred Roxana of Texas, Inc., 
a ladies’ garment firm here, to 
reinstate with full back pay 10 
employees laid off for “lack of 
work” during an organizing cam- 
paign of the AFL Ladies Garment 
Workers early last year. 

Testimony disclosed the laid-off 
workers, before the union drive, 
had been frequently complimented 
on the quality of their work, but 
shortly after signing union cards 
were ousted and later described by 
management as “incompetent.” It 
was shown also that after the lay- 
offs for “lack ‘of work” the com- 
pany hired inexperienced workers 
in greater numbers than the expe- 
rienced workers they replaced. 

The company had ordered all its 
employees to refuse to accept 
union literature at the entrance 
to the plant, and was shown to 
have queried its workers closely 
on their union attitudes and affili- 
ations. During the union drive, 
the office manager addressed the 
workers in the plant, hinting the 
company might go out of business 
if organized. 

The trial examiner, W. Gerard 
Ryan, found “no merit” in the 
company’s defense in any of the 
10 cases.

Housing Section 


The Monterey Bay area, includ- 
ing major portions of Monterey, 
Santa Cruz and San Benito coun- 
ties, has become the 101st critical 
defense housing area into which 
the full rent stabilization program 
has been introduced. The area 
includes several military installa- 
tions, among them Fort Ord and 
the Monterey Presidio. 

Office of Rent Stabilization Di- 
rector 
1, 1952 as the maximum rent date. 
This means that rentals on units 
not currently under federal rent 
Stabilization in the area cannot, 
after April 15, exceed the maxi- 
mum legally charged on the maxi-

W. Gwinn (R., N.Y.), one of the 
biggest shouters for “economy” in 
government, is one of the biggest 
spenders of your money, according 
to a report to the House. 

The House folding room is send- 
ing out mail from congressmen at 
the rate of 170,000 pieces a day, 
and the cost of just folding and 
putting this propaganda in en- 
velopes is $20,000 a month. Most of 
this material is sent out under con- 
gressional “frank’’— which means 
the Congressman does not pay any 
postage. 

Last year the total was 16,392,- 
000 pieces of such mail. About 145 
members did not use the service, 
110 furnished less than 25,000 
pieces of mail each, but 128 mem- 
bers sent 25,000 to 100,000 each; 
40 sent 100,000 to 500,000 each; and 
three sent Out more than 500,000 
each.

Junior Kiwanis Clubs Invade 
Schools; Junior Unions Barred 


Fort Worth, Texas (LPA)—Junior Kiwanis Clubs flourish 
in Fort Worth’s-public schools, but the school board has 
coldly refused to consider junior labor unions. 

The junior labor unions were proposed by the Fort Worth 
Trades Assembly to match the Kiwanis Key Clubs, formed

In rejecting labor’s proposal, 
the board avoided laying down 
any consistent policy beyond ask- 
ing for a list of “outside” activi- 
ties, as though to suggest that it 
might do something later. 


The chairman of the school 
board, George M. Conner, admitted 
the board “made a mistake” in 
granting the Kiwanis Club’s re- 
quest, and a member, William 
Potts, told labor observers at the 
board meeting that he thought 
there were “too many outside ac- 
tivities.” But the Kiwanis project 
continues, 

Labor reaction was strong. Said 
the Labor News: “Fort Worth’s 
50,000 working people are watch- 
ing as one local governing body 
after another shows prejudice 
against (and sometimes disdain 
for) labors organizations and their 
constructive community goals, and 
a feeling is building up that will 
explode at the polis one day. We 
hope it doesn’t explode in a re- 
taliatory vote against some vital, 
worthwhile project like the forth- | 
coming school bond issue.” 


L. Ross Mathews, vice president 
of the Trades Assembly, secretary- 
treasurer of Machinists Lodge 776, 
and president of the Tarrant Coun- 
ty Social and Legislative Confer- 
ence, said: “The school board is 
still in an untenable position, by 
virtue of refusing our request, un- 
less it proceeds to clean out the 
extracurricular activities which 
are interfering with teaching the 
fundamentals to our children. In 
the face of its one-sided position 
against labor unions but for busi- 
ness sponsored school organiza- 
tions, the board is going to be in 
a peculiar position when it comes 
to our community’s 50,000 union 
members with a request for a big 
bond issue.”

McKinnon Agrees 
To Meet Knowland 
In Public Debate 


Congressman Clinton D. McKin- 
non, Democratic choice for the 
Bigot States Senate, has agreed 
| to meet his Republican opponent, 
Sen. William F. Knowland, in a 
public debate to discuss issues of 
the forthcoming campaign. 

McKinnon’s action was in re- 
sponse to an invitation from the 
Mill Valley Forum that the two 
leading candidates appear on the 
same platform before that organi- 
zation, 

The Forum is a 17-year-old com- 
munity institution situated at Mill 
Valley, Calif., just north of the 
Golden Gate.
